BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE AND 


BELGIUM, Aug. 22.—(By the Associat- 
ed Press.) 
The story .of the valiant 


tight waged by Irish battalions, both 
Ulstermen and south of Ireland men. 
n the latest British offensive north- 
aot of Ypres forms one of the most 
emarkable pages in the history of 
his sanguinary battle. 
As was the 


ase with the intrepid Londoners in 
•olygon Wood to tho south, they did 
ot achieve the success which 
they 


ought. but the struggle they marie 
g-ainst overwhelming odds will make 
heir names immortal in Irish annals. 


The ground over which the Irish 


roops fought Thursday rnny roughly 
e placed as lying between Fortuin on 
he north nnd Rrezenberg on the south. 
Before thorn lay strong Bavarian po- 


itlons scattered over a terrain which 
t. nrst blush made an advance seem 
mpossible. 


Stretching out from the Zonnebeke- 


janpemarck rond across the centre of 
he battlefield wa,s n ridge which dom- 
natbd all surrounding 
ground' and 


rom a myriad of machine guns on the 
:rest could be poured a deluge of bul- 
ets into advancing ranks. 


Through the southern portion of this 


»ecJIon the 'swollen Zonnebeke river 
oured its muddy water, nnd scattered 
.long both banks of tho stream weie 
mnny steel and concrete redoubts hnld- 
ng from 20 to 100 Germans all well 
rmed.

Chancellor Michaelis informed the main 
committee of the reichstag this after- 
noon that Germany would not reply to 
the papal peace note until she had con- 
sulted her allies. 


Dr. Mjchaelis added that in view of 


the fact that Germany had prevjousiy 
repeatedly and positively indicated her 
readiness to enter peace negotiations, 
the Vatican's appeal of course is looked 
on with sympathetic approval. 
Gni- 


many. however, could not a^ain offer 
peace in the face of the summary re- 
jection of previous proposals and con- 
tinued declarations by the entente that 
no peace is possible until the central 
powers are defeated and crushed. 


The chancellor informed the commit- 
tee that no steps would be undertaken 
toward peace without fully consulting 
the reichstag. He then declared that 
the military situation on all fronts was 
exceptional^- auspicious and read a 
message received from great headquar- 
ters in which the U-boat campaign was 
given liberal credit for its effect in su*:- 
cessfuly warding off the allies' 
offen- 
sive in Flanders. 
Dr. Richard von Kuehlmann. the new 
foreign secretary, and other newly ap- 
pointed government heads were 
pre- 
sented to the 
committee which then 


took a recess. Constantin Fehrenbach, 
one of the centrist party leaders, 
was 


elected chairman of the main commit- 
tee to succeed Dr. Peter 
Spahn. Dr. 
Michaelis conferred confidentially with 
the reichstag leaders during the day, 
while party factions were also in ses- 
sion in the morning.

For instance, Russia doesn't give 


a hoot about Constantinople

my English-speaking 
friends under- 


stand this, but have never had any 
luck. 
Somehow it doesn't take hold. 


It slides off their minds like a cat's 
claws on a granite shaft. 
It doesn't 


seem to find anything to stick to. 
They can't understand a nation 30 


foolish. A warm water port—it would 
mean everything to the future wealth, 
prosperity and commercial 
greatness 


of Russia. At present her only ports 
on her European side are frozen up 
five or six months of the year and she 
is therefore strangled in 
her 
com- 


mercial development. If she had Con- 
stantinople she could spread her busi- 
ness and influence very likely over all 
the world. 
The 'typical Russian 
knows 
this 


very well, but he doesn't care, and the 
rest of the world will not get hold of 
the Russian situation until it under- 
stands that he doesn't care and why 
he doesn't. 
The fact Is, he isn't looking for the 


commercial aggrandizement of Russia.

Ho thinks it is dead 
wrong to be dealing in conquered ter- 
ritories and slicing up maps and all 
that sort of thing, and his mind IB 
firmly decided that he will not do it. 
Let Turkey keep Constantinople 
till 
the crack of doom, for all he cares. 
Well, then, what does he care about? 
What does move him? 
Why, democracy and his dream of 
universal brotherhood and Rood will. 
Ho wouldn't fight, anybody to gain a 
dozen warm water ports; he wouldn't 
bhed any blood for any amount of ter- 
ritorial expansion or trade. 
But he will tight as hard as any 
other man in the world, and perhaps 
a little harder, if he thinks his democ- 
racy is in danger, or the revolution, 
light of his soul and breath of his 
life, may be overthrown. 
So then here is a new force let loose 
in this world, and 
gentlemen 
that 
love wisdom and pursue It would do 
well to consider It with the utmost 
attention, because, believe me, -1£ it 
isn't suppressed it will tear up more 
things than musty old thrones and 
put more relics on the curio shelf, than 
foolish doddering old Kings. 
The ideal that Is the real—that is 
Russia. 
It means business, it is in 
most 
serious earnest, it will endeavor not

out that their influence has extended 


far beyond th« limit* of the oltla* la 
whioh they are rcspootlvely located. 
Students from every section of the eom- 
monwoii.lth 'aro welcomed at 
thoje 


sohools, Mr. Daly said, and under thoaa 
conditions It ia only fair that the en- 
tire commonwealth should bo permitted 
to contribute to their support. "It that 
is not permitted," he said, "it May at 
some time in the future become neces- 
sary, If the schools are to continue, to 
establish a tuition fee for all students; 
if that time comes, the schools will no 
longer perform the function of furnish- 
ing technical training to the rlcn. and 
poor alike." 
He admitted that there is no contract 
between the commonwealth and the re- 
spective schools, and said the reason 
that there is none Is that one has never 
been considered necessary. "For yearn," 
he said, "it has been universally recog- 
nized that the schools were rendering 
a-great service to the state, and the 
state has gladly contributed to 
their 
support; it has been an arrangement of 
mutual satisfaction, in which neither 
party has ever considered that there 
was tiie slightest nend of a contract." 


Mr. Daly predicted that if tho textile 
schools are not exempted from the op- 
oration of the amendment, It will be de- 
feated at the polls. 
Ho argued that -whatever couid bo 
said In favor of exempting the Worces- 
ter Polytechnic school and some otho* 
institutions of a more exclusive type 
might be said with equal torce of tho 
Lowell Textile school and those of tiie 
other textile cities. If it be the aim of 
the authors of this amendment to treat 
all institutions and all classes alike, 
ho wanted this policy of like treat- 
ment for all carried to its logical con- 
clusion in regard lo the textile schools 
of the'state.
